The walls on the south side should 
be plastered and painted; also, the 
gutter should be repaired througbout, 
as it-is leaky and very much in need 
of said repairs; also, the steam and 
water pipes throughout the bu ling 
are vut oft order, and in many o: the 


rooms in the different wards the pipes | 


are leaky, and the samie being between 
the walls, the water will, as a matter 
of fact, seape through the plastering 
and thereby cause it to fall away. 
We also find that all the closets are 
very much in need of repairs, as the 
spring in the seats are broken, thereby 
shutting off the flow of water which 
was intended for that purpose. We 
also recommend that the closets un- 
der the main building be removed to 
the outside of the men’s recreation 
grounds as a protection to the health 
of the inmates and attendants. Also, 
we find that in the women’s recrea- 
tion grounds there are no closets, and 
recommend that suitable ones be 
built. 

It is the opinion of your committee 
that Ward G should be changed, viz. : 
Dispense with the boxes which are: 
used for sleeping apartmeats for the 
inmates of said ward, and erect small 
rooms instead. Also the wind-break 
around the large water tank in main 
yard needs repairing. 

Your committee would recommend 
that a new sewer be built, to begin at 
or near the southwest corner of the 
main building, and running in a 
direct line as near as practicable to 
the river, and would fecommend 
that — inch tiling be used for same, as 
your committee deem it much cheaper 
to build a new sewer than to repair 
the old one, which is built of wood, 
and at present a great source of an- 
noyance and needless expense. 

We find that the tank in the cupola 
of the main building is leaky and very 
much in need of repairs, and recom- 
mend that it be attended to at as early 
a date as possible. 3 

Your committee find that there are 
fourteen yearlings and fourteen calves 
belonging to the institution, and would 
suggest that in the opinion of your 
committee it is not profitable to raise 
stock for market. Further, we find 
that there are nine head of hores be- 
longing to the institution, and would 
recommend that there not be any 
kept only such as are required to carry 
on the farm and for the use of the 
Superintendent. 

ln order to carry out the needed re- 
pairs and improvements in and about 
the Asylum suggested by your com- 
mittee, we would recommend that an 
appropriation of not less than five 
thousand dollars be made for that 
purpose. 

It is the opinion of your committee 
that Dr. Bishop has placed an erro- 
neous valuation on a great portion of 
the property invoiced by him in his 


report.

Incidentals in office, three desks val- 
ued at $120, actual value, $75; carpets,

AN OPEN FIELD. 


The Bonanzas of Nut-bearing Trees 


Nevada Could Have. 


| The Enterprise sensibly says: It 


is known that English walnuts and 
chestnuts of the European varieties 
succeed wonderfully well in Southern 
Nevada, and it is thought that some 
varieties of both these nuts would do 


well in some of the warm valleys of 
this partof the State. As these nut 


trees yield great profits, it would be 
well for our people to plant them in 
all places where they will thrive and 
bear. In California they do best at 
an altitude of from 2,500 to 3,000 feet 
above the level of the sea. Felix Gil- 
let, one of the most successful nut- 
growers of California, is located near 
Nevada City atan elevation of 2,600 
feet above sea level. He has on his 
place nineteen kinds of walnuts and 
eleven of chestnuts. His advice to 
those contemplating the establish- 
ment of nut groves is, ‘“‘Plant hardy 
kinds—plant them on plateaus, hill- 
sides and rolling lands.’’ 

In many places in California both 
walouts and chestnuts are found to be 
an unfailing and profitable crop. 

Of the profits of English walnut 
raising, Mr. Dorman of Rivera says: 
‘Individual trees yielded over three 
hundred pounds. We sold for 7‘ 
cents per pound.’’ Mr. Kellom says: 
‘In Tustin we have a very old walnut 
orchard. Some of the trees yield $20 
to $30 a year each.”’ 

G. W. Ford of Santa Ana says: 
‘Improved soft shell Walnuts begin to 


at six years average 50 pounds to the 
tree ; at seven years, 96 pounds; eight 
years, 125 pounds while some of the 
largest irees bore 110 pounds. These 
nuts sold from 10to 15 cents per 
pound.’’ 

John J. Pinney says inthe Forest 
Tree Grower: *‘A single chestnut tree 
(of the choicest variety) ‘can be made 
to produce from $45 to $50 worth of 
nuts yearly.”’ 

The hills of Dordange, in France, 
export annually a million dollars 
worth of walnuts. The foothills of 
the Appenines in Italy, supply thou- 
sands of tons of chestouts, which are 
to the Italians, the ‘“‘staff of life,”’ 
being ground into flour and made into 
a kindof bread. They also contain 
15 per cent of saccharine matter and 
a crumb-like sugar is made from 
them. 

The chestnut is almost ever-living. 
A chestnut tree is still livingin Tat- 
worth, England, known asa. bound- 
ary mark in the reign of King Jobn. 
A famous chestnut tree on Mount 
Etna measured 204 feet in circumfer- 
ence of trunk. 

The chestnut tree wiil not grow in 
a damp, foggy place. It succeeds ‘only 
where,there is a dry, light soilanda 
dry subsoil. Such a soil is found 
eyerywhere on our mouatain slopes 
and bench lands. 

As the black walnut, 
hickory nut and chestnut grow to per- 
fection in the ¢entral northern States, 
there is no doubt about their succeed- 
ing anywhere in Nevada. A few trees 
set out in some out of the way corner 
ofa ranch would be but very little 
trouble or expense tothe industrious 
rancher and would soon be the best 
property on the place.

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THE GROVES BILL. 


Educator Advocates the Preposed 
Increase of Regents. 


Eprrork Gazette: I am not advised 
as to the feelings of the Regents of the 
State. University relative to making 
the Governor and State Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction ex-officio 
members of the Board of Regents, 
other than through your Carson cor- 
respondent. There should be no jeal- 
ousies existing between the public 
schools of the State and the Univer- 
sity because the former are the step- 


ping stones to the latter, which is in- 
tended in part to turn out teachers and 
build up the former. One is the aid 
of the other. Both are a partofa 
grand system of State education. 

The law now requires the State Su- 
perintendent to make his periodical 
visits to the University compraatively 
without power. If that official is 
what he should be, he will know more 
of the educational needs, not only of 
the State at large, but of the Univer- 
sity than any Regent whois not de- 
voting himself especially to school 
work. Besides, nearly every State in 
the Union which has a University has 
a Board of Regents consisting of -five 
or more. 

Taking the character of the officials 
who are to be made ex-officio mem- 
bers of the Board under the bill in- 
troduced by Assemblyman Groves, 
assures the adding. of men whose 
counsels will serve the State, and it is 
believed, without reflecting upon the 
Board of Regents, that the interest of 
the State will be subserved by the 
passage of the Grvuves’ bill. 

I do not believe the present Regents 
are men of the ilk to oppose a measure 
which will share the burdens they 
now have upon their shoulders.
